Massacre of a Ship's Crew. 

New York Times, November 10. 
Captain McDonald ot the schooner 
Star of Fiji, hns given the following 
particulars of tho murder of the master 
and crow of the Dauciug Wave at tho 
Florida Islands, in the Solomon 
Group: The Dancing Wave, chartered 
by a pearl-fishing company in Sydney 
to recruit labor for the pearl lishorios, 
and commanded by Captain Harrison, 
arrived in Makira harbor, Solomon 
group, in May. and engaged an Amer- 
ican negro named Freeman as 
recruiting master, also a boy belonging 
to Makira. She left for the island of 
Guadalcanal-, recruited twelve labor- 
ers, and stood for the small groups of 
islands [tho FloridasJ, came to anchor, 
and began recruiting. The men on 
board all spoke English. As each man 
consonted to acorn pany tho vessel he 
received a tomahawk or knife as an 
acknowledgment of tho engagement, 
Soon after the natives, with a yell, 
sprang upon the crew and commenced 
hacking them frightfully with the 
tomahawks, while one seized tho last 
ground sharp from the hand of the 
ecarpenter and planted it in his head. 
The Captain fared no better, for as. 
he was writing a name in tho book 
he was struck down. He, with the 
mate, steward and one of tho crow, 
managed amid the blows that were 
showesod upon thorn to. get down to 
tho cabin, where tho Captain expired. 
The steward got a revolver and shot 
himself. The mate said, "I am dying 
and I will do tho same." The soaman 
got a riilo, loaded it, and. fired through 
a porthole. Immediately after ho 
heard tho report of another gun or 
revolver' and on turning around saw 
that the mate also had shot himself. 
Ho then lost all self- possession', and 
going on deck jumped overboard, By 
a strange coincidence tho shot thus 
fired killed the chief in command of 
tho murderous assailants, who there- 
upon used all speed in getting clear 
of tho vessel. The vessel was subse- 
quently found wiudbouud at Guadal- 
canal'. The seaman, who was the solo 
survivor, was wounded in several 
placos, having recived a blow on his 
head and a largo gash on each shoul- 
der, and an injury with a bolt on his 
ppine. 

"Paris "Workmen." — " A. B" writes 
tho "Times" " VVli en in Paris u few 
days ago i had some conversation with 
nu employer of labour, paying about 
£200 a week in wages, that may inter- 
est tho English public, if you will 
repeat its substance. In spito of my 
heavy taxation, dear provisions, and 
hevay rents, the workmen, ho assured 
me, were generally prosperous Thoy 
had become more laborious, steadier, 
tookfow holidays, preferred cafes to 
wine shops, dressed better, generally 
lived happier, with their wives any 
families, wero saving money, and had 
few disputes with their masters. Al- 
together, hesaid, there was substantial 
improvement in their manners, in their 
relations with their employers, and in 
their intercourse with each other. 
They had entire confidence in tho suc- 
cess of tho Republic , wero inclined to 
plaoe confidence in the President, and 
his Ministers, especially in Monsieur 
Marcoie, tho Home Minister, were all 
in favor of peace, for the present, and 
took much more interest in domestic 
than in foreign affuirs. Tho change, 
he added, was great and wonderful; 
his men relied on bim and he had 
every reason to be satisfied with them. 
But, though industrious, they would 
not work beyond ten hours a day. To 
that, however, he did not object. I 
was further assured that tho establish- 
ment of drinking fountains had natur- 
ally diminished wine and spirit 
drinking, anil that wine shops wero 
Buffering. The mistress of a largo 
shop also told mo that there could be 
no doubt that, in her sliaro of lifo 
religion was making progress, and 
though sho sold ehaplota of Lonrdes, 
it was not, sho added, superstitious. 
Attendance at public worship was, sho 
explained, difficult tor women, to 
whom the service of shops fell no heav- 
ily."

custom was common. Some Austrian 
ollieors added that oneo they saw an 
impaled criminal writhing. A fri ml 
tells mo these poles are really kept to 
dry tho big fish caught in the Danube, 
and doubts whether any Austrian 
would not have landed at once to res- 
cue a tuan no impaled. Dr. Siddon, 
who is one of the greatest preachers 
we have, and a High Church shining 
light, naturally sympathises with the 
Christians in the East, for one of the 
dearest hopes of the Churohmen'is to 
bring about a union between the An- 
golican and tho Greek' Church. Hence 
tho extraordinary enthusiasm foL Ser- 
via of all our moat zealous religionists. 
But in this they are equaled by the 
Evangelicans and the Dissenters, and 
one of tho most surprising features of 
our sudden and Turkish agitation is 
that from St. Paul's Cathedral to the 
smallest brick chapel, prayers are being 
offered up for Christian sinners. It' 
Servia succeeds, there need bo no 
further doubt of this ellicaey of prayer. 
If not, why.

CIVIC MATTERS. 

Some one has said, "just men are 
only free; the rest are nlaves." Wo 
havo risen from a perusal of Wednes- 
day's City Council proceedings, with 
the conviction that tbo Council, in at- 
tempting the removal of the "\Yator 
Commissioner, are trying to rnalcobim 
tbo scapegoat of their own niistnkos 
and illegalities. From the day that 
speciiications wore issued for laying the 
mains from the dam to tbo City limits, 
down to the day when in secret con- 
clave tbo so-called contract was let 
to tbo Drummond-Mouk Ring, there 
has been perpetrated a succession of 
huge blunders, not to say frauds, in 
connection with tbo Water Works 
that should have caused the retirement 
from office of every member of the 
Council who sanctioned thorn by his 
vote. For protesting against tho first 
of these irregularities, aud for point- 
ing out that one of the Councillors (in 
violation of the Statuto) bad an inter- 
est in one of tbo contracts for hauling 
the mains, tbo Water Commissioner 
has since been made the tar- 
got nt which have heen directed the 
shafts of rniilcvolonno by the Mayor 
and a majority of tho Councillors. 
Instead of thanking tho Commissioner 
for showing them that tbo Pleoeo con- 
tract, which rend that " not less than one 
inch of gasket" should bo used in 
connecting tbo main pipes, empower- 
ed the contractor to use as much 
mora gasket as he found profitable, thoy 
made him the object ot attack and op- 
pression. And when, in tbo discharge 
of his duty, the Commissioner took 
legal stops to prevent the consumma- 
tion of tho Druinmond-Monk "job," 
they employed tbo ratepayers' money 
to " contirm tbo illegality, and 
a report that tho Coniinissoner 
had been instructed to make, 
and which he had made, was spirited 
away, and a trumped-up charge of ne- 
glect of duty preferred against him. 
Acquitted on this charge, ho was chal- 
lenged as to bis course respecting tho 
Drummond Monk contract, and having 
replied that tho caso bad been carried 
to the Supreme Court his discharge 
was made out. We ask tho attention 
of the public to this phase of the ques- 
tion for a few moments. Is it not plain 
that if Mr. Robinson had acquiesced 
in the porpetratiou of tho "job" that 
he would have stood high in favor with 
the Council to-day V What could show 
this clearer than tbo remarks of Couu. 
Marvin on Wednesday last, when ho 
attributed tho letting of tho Drurn- 
mond-Monk contract to the "nuglpct 
of duty ol the Water Commissioner." 
While wo do not for a moment con- 
cede that thero was any neglect of 
duty by Mr. llobinsou we are never- 
theless constrained to ask whether, 
had thero been any ueglect.that would 
have justitied the Council in contra- 
vening tho law V Tbo Water Works 
Act says that tbo Water Commissioner 
shall make contracts subject to the 
approval of tho Corporation. But in 
the Drummond-Monk case tho Cor- 
poration made tho contract, (if it can 
be called such) not the Commissioner. 
They never gave him the chauco, never 
consulted with him. More: wo say 
that no contract was awarded to Drum- 
mond-Monk." No tenders wore invited 
for the work from any one. Tho "job" 
was given out with open figures pro- 
pared in tho Mayor's handwriting, and 
when the accounts came in it was found 
that tht> open figures were exceeded by 
ubout 8100. A practical man lias shown 
through theso columns that tho work 
could have been done and a margin left 
lor good profit for a sum -10 pur cent, 
less than Drummond-Monk nsk for tho 
job. How is this, Mr. Marvin ? Did you 
make an effort to ascertain what similar 
work lias cost in other parts of the town 
before you attempted to saddle Mr. ltu 
binson with tho responsibility of an ille- 
gal act of the Council in which ho had 
neither part nor interest, and which you 
assisted to carry out after the Council had 
gone into Committee of tho (v)hole on 
sanitary mutters as an excuse for turning 
the key on the public ? No, no, sir, the 
blame rests with you— nt least one-se- 
venth of it does; and wo feel certain that 
had you joined Mr. Trounoo in denounc- 
ing the "job," instead of voting for it, us 
you did, the swindle (which is all tho 
more contemptible in its smallness) would 
not have been attempted. Tho statement 
of Councillor Gowen— that dark-lantern 
meetings were held by tho advice of tho 
City Barrister — cannot, wo think, ho sus- 
tained. Wo cannot believe that Mr, Ro- 
bertson ever gave advice so contrary to 
law and UBage. Nor do we believe that he 
was consulted as to tho Drummond-Monk 
"job" before it was given out. Tho "no 
gleet of duty" (if wo can characterize tho 
breach of the law by so mild a term) lay 
with the Councillors not with the Com- 
missioner. But had tho Commissioner 
failed to attack the job, ho would havo 
been open to censure. For doing his 
duty in the premises, be is discharged for 
neglect of duty. 

We come now to a more serious feature 
connected with Wednesday's proceed- 
ings, and one which naturally gives rise 
to the gravest suspipion. Respecting tho 
application of Mr. Monk to bo allowed to 
raise tho pipes, Councillor Gosnell mov- 
ed that the application be granted and 
tbo contractor compensated for tho labor 
of building tho trenches. (Query— Aro 
]i6\eiiuiltt) Tho public will ask, why 
Should they bo called on to pay for the 
failure of tho water monopoly f If tho 
Councillors [lave wilfully and corruptly- 
given out o"job" to a man who afterwards 
finds that it won't pay; or who, fleeing 
from' the, frowns of Justice, offers to ro- 
utoio hisiUgotten privileges to tho City, 
why should tho City bo cnllod on to com- 



ponents him for his own wrong-doing ? 
Tho Drummond-Monk conspirators knew 
as well as tho Councillors that they wore 
acting contrary to law. Mo satisfied were 
they that their conduct could not be jus 
tilled that (wo venture to sivy) thoy did 
not stop to ask tiio City barrister for bis 
sdvice: but relying upon tho immunity 
that had attended previous audacious 
acts, thoy engineered their scheme 
through a dark-lantern meeting. If they 
have suffered in pocket by tho transac- 
tion, thoy havo themselves only to blame. 
If responsibility rests with the Council 
to compensate tho King, it is individually 
and not collectively. They were sent 
iu to transact the Civio business in ac- 
cordance with the law— not to trample 
tho Statutes underfoot arid niako a law 
unto tbomselves, as thoy did in tho Water 
Monopoly matter. If, wo say, Drum- 
mond-Monk aro entitled to compensation 
(which wo doubt) tho compensation 
should como from tho private pockets of 
the Councillors and not from tho Civio 
treasury. Tbo grave suspicion to which 
tho motion for compensation gives riso 
is that at tho very incoptiou of the "job" 
it was intended that the City should take 
over tho pipes at Drummond-Monk's own 
figures aftor thoy were ouco down. In- 
demnity was probably at tho bottom of 
tho plot. The seasonable discovery of the 
extra minute-book, tho exposure of the 
"job," and tho sturdy attitude of the 
Water Commissioner, havo caused a 
change in the tactics of tho conspirators, 
who will now ho content if thoy only 
receive tho cost of digging the trench! 
As a Committee of the Council havo now 
got tho items of the account before them; 
wo shall not discuss them to-day. But 
wo wisli earnestly and forcibly to impress 
upon tho Ratepayers' minds that if Mr. 
Monk is entitled to one dollar of compen- 
sation for tho work he says he performed, 
it is the Councillors and not tho Ratepay- 
ers who should pay him!

Big 1 Prairie. 

Editor Colonist:— Your Chilliwhack 
correspondent iu your weekly issuo ol 
22J iust., refers to a rumor that ,a 
company hns been for hied and appli- 
cation miiilo to government for a tract 
of land culled Big Prairie with a viow 
to reclaiming it and placing it under 
cultivation. 

Whether thero is anything in tho 
rumor or not, 1 deom your correspond- 
ent to bo in error in assorting that 
public opinion is not in favor of such 
a project. I have reason to believe 
that the people of these settlements 
generally would bo gratified could a 
work of this kind bo commenced and 
carried out successfully. It is a draw- 
back to now countries like this that so 
lew persons can bo found with suffi- 
cient onturpiiso to undertake a work 
of auy considerable magnitude or dif- 
ficulty by which the country would be 
improved and its resources developed. 
Big Prairie isa limited tract of swampy 
land, containing about three thousand 
acies, which has been recently survey- 
ed. It was doubtless originally a small 
lake which has gradually filled up with 
vegetable deposit and is now a sort of 
peat bog. Tho surface is covered with 
water and very soft to a considerable 
depth. Some question exists us to 
whether it can be brought into a fit 
state for cultivation. It would no doubt 
require a term of years effectually to 
drain it, and the expense of opening 
til) a drain would bo considerable. If 
auy person or persons can be found 
who would like to try the experiment, 
every countenance should bo given 
them, for if they succeed room will bo 
afforded for quite a number of settlers 
audit permanent good will have.been 
effected; and it is scarcely necessary to 
urge that a private company will bo 
more likely to conduct the experiment 
ta a speedy and successful issue than 
if it were to bo made a matter of gov- 
ernmental effort.

EUROPE. 

London, Nov. 29 — An authenticated 
rumor recently appeared in some of tho 
continental papers that the Russian 'Me- 
diterranean squadron has boon ordered 
to America. 

A St. Petersburg correspondent of tho 
Times, in a letter to that journal under 
date of Nov. 22d, says: On Monday tho 
20th, Mr. Baker. American Minister to 
Russia, was suddenly informed that the 
Czar desired to soo him at Tzooskosito. 
As it is unusual for diplomatists bolow 
tbe rank of ambassador to bo admitted to 
such audiences every imaginable rumor 
was circulated as to what passed betwoon 
the Czar and American Minister. Al- 
though tho truth has not officially tran- 
spired, it is believed tho Czar's object 
was simply to beg Baker to communicate 
to President Grant the fact of the depar- 
ture of the Russian Mediterranean squa- 
dron has sailed, and although the position 
of tho commander of tho naval forco or- 
dered to seek ref ago in foreign ports ou 
tho eve of war cannot bo enviable, it is 
dillioult to si o what else Russia could do, 
as even the Turkish navy alouo would bo 
sufficient to dispose of any bhips which 
Russia could bring into tho ocean. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 29 — Russia has 
proposed the occupation of Bulgaria, not 
as tho solo possible guarantee but only as 
ono of the best guarantees for tho execu- 
tion of reforms. If any othor really ef- 
fective guarantee is proposed she will 
gladly accept. Russian papers record 
a general impression of diminishing Ion 
s:on. The departure of tho Grand Duke 
Nicholas for the headquarters of the 
army of Southern Russia bus again boon 
postponed until Friday next. 

Constantinople, Nov 29— A ministeri- 
al crisis has arisen in consequence of tho 
Grand Vizier having refused his assent 
to the Constitution proposed by Midh.t 
Pasha, and appealed to the Sultan to sup- 
port his refusal. 

DELAYED JMSPATCHES. 

INDIA. 

Calcutta, Nov. 27. — Sir Richard Tem- 
ple, Lieut. -Governor of tho Presidency 
of Bengal, in an official report on tho ro 
cent cyclone, so fearfully destructive of 
human life, says three storm waves in ra- 
pid succession swept over an aroa of three 
thosand square miles. Accounts from 
Bombay Presidency relative to famine are 
gloomier than ever. This year's rainfall in 
ttio distressed districts is not a third of 
an average. The fall prospects iu the 
Presidency of Madras also continuo un- 
favorable. 

CANADA. 
St. Johns, Nov. 27. — Defectives Samp- 
sou aud Jus. C. Petit, the latter connect- 
ed with the Park National Bank of Now 
York, arrived here to take further steps 
in the matter of Thomas Ellis, tho ab- 
ounding teller of tho Park Bank, in jail 
here. The police magistrate and Judge 
Walters have decided that Ellis cannot 
be sent back, as thero is no extradition 
treaty.

Montreal, Nov. 17.— On Sunday 
last tho cures of St. Gonovievo anil 
Point Claire denounced Mr. Lnihunme 
to their cougrogatiou as a Liberal and 
an advocate in tho in the 
Guibord case, and pointed out tho 
imminent danger to tho souls of all 
such as should work for the new Min- 
ister. 

French Canadians are leaving the 
Eastern Townships in large numbers 
for the Eastern States . Tho majority 
of them belong to tho working class, 
such as farm laborers, lumberers, etc., 
and many of them are accompanied by 
young wives and sisters. 

A number of gentlemen met last 
evening for tho purpose of organizing 
a National Club on Prof. Godwin 
Smith's principles of a national party. 
—The heaviest suit ever on record in 
tho books of tho Superior Court was 
entered at Montreal on Monday. Tho 
plaintiff is Henry W. P. Bolckow, M.

Barrie, Nov. 13. — Yesterday tho 
the opening of a new building for tho 
Reformed Episcopal Church took 
place. The congregation was first organ- 
ized in Juue, having several influential 
people amongst its members who, up to 
the present have been holding their ser- 
vices iu the Town Hall.

To the Times:— I remember to hav 
hoard a Kus-ian officer of some note ob- 
servo that Turkey is u Ooffor of which 
Austria forms tho lid, and that the one 
must be forced in order to reach the other 
Looking at the present attit ude of tho two 
Powers, it is curious to remember the 
words addressed by the Austrian Premier, 
in 1770, to his deadliest enemy .Frederick 
the Great. — 

"Hor Imperial Majesty can never per- 
mit the presence of Russia on the Danube. 
Russia's designs aro dangeious to 
your Majesty as well as to us, and 
the o'dy effectual remedy is (hit Prussia 
and Austria unite, in absolute prohibition 
of them." 

Thirty-live years later Russia (having 
secured Austria by sending an army to 
fight for her at Austerlitz) was entering 
Servia for the first time, to support the 
insurrection of Goorgii Petrowiez, and 
most of tho principal events of the present 
struggle were antedated as follows: - 

1. In 1801-5 Russia, still preserving a 
show of neutrality, supplied the Herbs 
with guns and materiel, and sent great 
numbers of officers to organise their raw 
levies. 

2. In 1806 she declared (in the very 
words she has lately used) that "tho re- 
jection of her efforts at mediation lolt her 
no alternative but active interference," 
and crossed tho Pruth in force. 

3. In 1808 an armistice was agreed to 
by the contending Powers, but violated by 
Russia a few months later. At- the same 
time, the Servian leader Petrowiez was 
proclaimed King, and decorated by tho 
Czar with the order of St. Alexander 
Nevtki. 

Id March, 1800, Generals Kamonskoi 
and Kutuzoff, reinforced during tbe ar- 
mistice, commenced an invasion of Turk- 
ey, which was checked only by Napoleon's 
advance upon Moscow in 1812. 

Such coincidences point their own mor- 
al.
